That, he said, was 
the main spring thut brought the nation out otf depression 
- depths. 


Quoting C. H, Wittaker, American Institute of Architects, 
‘‘The home is the prime element of national growth.” t'rom 
October 4th, 1930, to October 1937, the Dominion of Canada 
and the government of Alberta spent over thirty-four million 
dollars‘ii unemployment relief in Alberta, and not a thing to 
show for it. A lot of houses could have been built witn that 
‘money. 


LAUGH, CLOWN LAUGH. An adequate building scheme 
would relieve the present condition of stagnation in Canada. 
The present system we are living under will create higher taxes, 
or colossal debt, besides undermining the morale of the young 
people (uote: ‘‘Case for Alberta,’ page 335, This book is 
wel] woith reading, whether you agree with it or not.

In summary of Aiberta Case, page 1, fifty two thousand 
people are on relief in Alberta. And we can say that roughly 
two-hundred thousand have a very poor purchasing power, and 
are living a very low standard, Whatever angle we view the 
situation in Alberta or Canada to-day, we have the situation of 
wide-spread trade stagnation, with producers capable of pro- 
duction, and millions in want of the very things which can be 
produced in abundance. For ten years this situation has been 
discussed, and now in 1939 we are in a worse state than we 
twere in 1929. The only logical method of combating this 
ipresent state of impoverishment in the wealthiest country in 
ithe world, is to put all men to work and pay wages compatable 
to maintaining a home. wife and children, with a high standard 
-of living. Andin my opinion, there is no other logical way.
